The  R.P.  Gravely,  Jr.  Collections 


Often,  when  a  “name"  collec¬ 
tion  is  sold  at  auction  one  tends  to 
concentrate  only  on  the  stamps  in 
the  collection  rather  than  on  the 
individual  who  formed  the  collec¬ 
tion.  In  the  case  of  the  R.P. 

Gravely,  Jr.  collection  it  is  difficult 
to  disassociate  the  collector  from 
his  collection. 

It  is  an  honor  and  pleasure  to 
have  been  chosen  to  auction  the 
impressive  Gravely  collections  as 
they  are  as  interesting  and  varied 
as  Mr.  Gravely  is  himself.  The 
Gravely  collections  consist, 
primarily,  of  two  major  areas. 

United  States  and  the  Confederate 
States  of  America.  The  United 
States,  of  which  a  large  portion 
appears  in  this  sale,  contains  ex¬ 
tensive  offerings  of  mint  and  used 
stamps  from  the  19th  Century 
through  the  early  20th  Century. 

The  U.S.  collection  should  be  of 
particular  interest  to  today's 
collector  as  it  is  most  comprehensive  and  contains  many  desirable  individual  stamps  in  the  af¬ 
fordable  $100-$2,000  range. 

The  U.S.  material  also  includes  many  separate  specialized  collections  formed  within  the 
general  collection.  Mr.  Gravely  had  a  particular  fondness  for  coil  stamps  and  he  collected  them 
in  pairs  and  line  pairs,  both  mint  and  used,  which  was  no  small  task.  His  collection  of  modem 
U.S.  errors  is  one  of  the  most  significant  offerings  to  appear  on  the  auction  market  this  season. 
It  features  a  virtually  complete  offering  of  all  existing  imperforate  coils,  including  line  pairs 
when  available.  Mr.  Gravely 's  mint  sheet  collection  is  quite  extensive  and  features  sheets  as  ear¬ 
ly  as  1857  and  finally,  a  comprehensive  and  seldom  offered  collection  of  envelope  cut  squares 
round  out  his  specialized  collections. 

Mr.  Gravely's  collection  of  Confederate  States  material  has  not  only  great  philatelic  value, 
but  it  has  significant  historical  value  as  well.  The  basis  of  the  collection  is  the  correspondence 
that  was  sent  to  Alexander  H.  Stephens,  vice  president  of  the  Confederacy.  The  material  not 
only  documents  Stephens'  life  from  his  college  days  until  his  death,  but  it  also  serves  as  a 
wonderful  documented  history  of  the  Confederate  postal  system. 

Literally  hundreds  of  covers  show  the  use  of  U.S.  stamps  in  the  Confederacy,  manuscript 
paids  and  handstamped  paids,  adhesives  used  from  scarce  towns  and  many  other  categories. 
The  C.S.A.  collection  is  augmented  with  mint  and  used  singles,  blocks  and  some  sheets,  in¬ 
cluding  the  extraordinary  and  unique  cross-gutter  pane  of  120  of  the  5c  Blue  Lithographs  (#4). 

The  Gravely  Confederate  collection,  along  with  other  C.S.A.  properties  will  be  offered  as 
a  specialized  auction  the  first  weekend  of  October.  The  Gravely  collection  will  also  be  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  a  series  of  original  research  articles  which  will  begin  to  appear  in  the  philatelic  press  later 
this  spring;  in  order  to  share  the  interesting  historical  aspects  contained  in  this  philatelic  proper¬ 
ty. 

Mr.  Gravely,  68,  whose  forefathers  settled  in  the  wooded  rolling  hills  of  southern  Virginia 
prior  to  the  Revolutionary  War,  began  stamp  collecting  at  age  22.  A  local  history  buff,  he  took

an  interest  in  the  correspondence  of  his  great-grandfather,  C.Y.  Thomas.  Thomas,  a  member  of 
the  Virginia  State  Legislature  and  a  staunch  Unionist,  was  credited  with  using  his  influence  to 
help  shield  his  native  state  from  many  of  the  woes  of  Reconstruction.  He  was  a  prominent 

figure  in  the  history  of  Virginia,  and  his  correspondence  was  a  fertile  beginning  for  a  novice  col¬ 
lector. 

"My  family  kept  my  great-grandfather's  correspondence,  and  I  started  putting  the  items  in 
albums,"  Mr.  Gravely  said.  'The  more  I  did  it,  the  more  I  wanted  to  know  about  it  (philately)." 

Through  reading  philatelic  magazines  and  literature,  Mr.  Gravely  found  out  "there  was 
more  to  it  than  sticking  stamps  in  an  album  with  paste." 

He  purchased  most  of  his  U.S.  philatelic  material  at  auction,  and  his  standing  rule  was  buy 
only  the  best  condition  available. 

Mr.  Gravely 's  interest  in  Confederate  history  and  philately  led  him  to  join  the  Confederate 
State  Alliance.  A  longtime  member  of  the  national  group,  Mr.  Gravely 's  material  has  been 
displayed  at  several  CSA-sponsored  shows  and  expositions. 

An  enthusiastic  reader,  particularly  of  philatelic  literature,  Mr.  Gravely  urges  novice  collec¬ 
tors  to  study  their  areas  of  interest. 

"Beginning  collectors  also  should  narrow  their  areas  of  interest,  and  when  they  buy,  they 
should  buy  the  best  they  can  get,"  he  said.  "By  that,  I  mean  the  best  obtainable  item  that  they 
can  afford."

Bidding  In  An  Unreserved  Auction 


In  an  unreserved  auction,  there  are  no  hold  or  reserve  bids  on  any  lots  Each  lot  is  sold  to  the  highest  bidder 

In  bidding  by  mail,  it  is  possible  to  purchase  a  stamp  or  cover  at  a  price  less  than  your  maximum  bid.  The 
following  is  an  explanation  of  the  mail  bid  procedures  followed  by  this  company: 

Bids  are  recorded  as  they  are  received  At  the  close  of  mail  bidding,  the  highest  and  second 
highest  bids  are  transferred  to  the  bid  book 

On  the  floor  of  the  auction,  bidding  is  opened  at  5  to  10%  above  the  second  highest  mail  bid 
This  bid  is  submitted  by  our  company  acting  on  behalf  of  the  highest  mail  bidder  If  the  auctioneer 
recognizes  no  other  bids  from  the  floor,  the  highest  mail  bidder  is  awarded  the  lot  at  the  opening  bid. 

If  bidding  proceeds  from  the  floor,  the  company,  acting  as  the  mail  bidder's  agent,  registers  bids  in  5  to 
10%  increments  over  the  previous  bid  This  process  is  continued  until  the  mail  bidder  is  awarded  the 
lot,  or  the  next  bid  is  higher  than  the  mail  bidder's  maximum  bid. 

An  example  of  this  procedure  is  set  forth  under  these  conditions: 

On  lot  25,  highest  mail  bidder  submits  a  bid  of  $100,  second  highest  mail  bid  is  at  $50.  In  this 
case,  bidding  on  the  floor  starts  at  $55,  and  is  bid  by  our  company  on  behalf  of  the  highest  mail 
bidder  If  no  other  bids  are  submitted  by  the  floor,  the  highest  mail  bidder,  who  bid  $100,  has 
purchased  the  lot  for  $55.  If  other  bids  come  from  the  floor,  we  bid  for  the  highest  mail  bidder  in 
5  —  10%  increments,  as  set  by  the  auctioneer,  until  we  reach  the  mail  bidder's  maximum  bid  of  $100. 
Since  bidding  has  passed  the  mail  bidder's  maximum,  we  take  no  other  action,  and  the  bidding 
continues  on  the  floor  until  the  final  purchaser  has  been  recognized  by  the  auctioneer 

Using  this  procedure,  the  mail  bidder  retains  many  of  the  advantages  of  the  floor  bidder. 


As  outlined  above,  it  is  clear  to  see  that  stamps  or  covers  can  be  purchased  at  a  price  less  than  the  maximum 
mail  bid  This  method  of  bidding  for  mail  bidders  is  followed  in  this  and  all  of  our  auctions.

Any  faults  such  as  a  thin  spot,  tear,  crease,  etc.  will  be  described  at  all  times.  In  larger  lots,  degrees  of  condition 
denote  the  average,  and  copies  above  and  below  such  condition  can  be  expected.  Minor  separations  on  blocks 
or  sheets  are  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception  and  are  not  grounds  for  the  return  of  a  lot.  Regarding  covers,  the 
following  are  not  justification  for  the  return  of  a  lot:  torn  or  partially  removed  back  flaps,  light  file  folds  which 
do  not  detract  from  the  overall  appearance  and  small  edge  tears  which  do  not  affect  adhesive  or  markings.

The  catalog  numbers  and  catalog  values  of  the  contents  of  the  lots,  given  in  the  descriptions,  are  from  the  Scott 
Standard  Postage  Stamp  Catalogue,  1982  editions.  Where,  by  reason  of  the  Scott  catalogue  not  listing  items  in  a 
lot,  another  catalog  is  used,  it  will  be  named  in  the  description  of  the  lot. 

Estimates 

If  an  Estimated  cash  value  is  given,  it  is  shown  in  the  descriptions  and  always  indicated  by  the  abbreviation 
"Est."  It  is  used  where  the  lot  is  large  or  where  the  actual  value  has  little  relation  to  the  catalog  price  It  is 
meant  to  represent  the  true  market  value  of  the  lot  and  such  figures  are  invariably  close  to  actual  realizations.
